within this Citty, and shall after the Expiracon of their Time be Actually

housekeepers and Inhabittants in the same (they first takeing the Oath of free

Cittizens) may have a free Vote in the Ellecting such representatives or Burgesses to

Serve hereafter in all g[ene]rall assemblys as in the said Charter is Expressed And

further that after the Decease or Removall of any of the Common Councillmen

already Ellected and sworne by the mayor Recorder and aldermen of the said Citty

all the freemen Inhabittants as aforesaid may have a free Vote in the Electing of

another Common Councillman or Common Councillmen to serve in this or their

place and stead — and it is further most humbly prayed that noe person or persons

after the next Generall Assembly (notwithstanding being made freemen of the Citty)

shall have an Ellective Voyce in the chuseing of Burgesses or Representatives for this
